{CETA] grant. We anticipate offering even more services to the college and the community 
in the future under the auspices of CETA.

Of the many emotions we felt about 
Chuck Foster the feeling of gratitude is 
one of the strongest. We are grateful for 
the privilege of knowing and having had 


the friendship of this man who was a. 


combination of the best qualities that a 
human being could have. 

Aside from the fact that he was a 

. brilliant man, an intellectual in the truest 
sense, a multi-dimensional, talented 
individual, what stood out and what drew 
people to him was the human touch that 
he possessed in his own special way. 
Chuck was a people person. His whole 
being was oriented toward people. He was 
always reaching out. 

He saw each person as having a 
uniqueness, and he responded to that; and 
as his students will testify, that was a 
good. part of what his. classroom 
experience was all about. 

Having come to the world of medicine 
with a strong humanities background 
(B.A. in political science), he was well 
aware of the necessity of educators to 
cultivate the total person, and _ he 
dedicated himself to this. Being a Sartrian 
existentialist he knew that an educator's 
business is in part to make students aware 
of the freedom and responsibility of 
developing their uniqueness. He wasn’t 
interested in just producing therapists, 
but total persons who could bring this 
added dimension to their hospital 
experience. 


It has been an unhappy year for the 
Frontieras. 

Steven William Frontiera, 21, was killed 
in a tragic auto accident in the early 


_ morning of July 23, 1977. 


Steven's father, Frank Frontiera, 51, 
was killed last October when a truck hit 
him from behind. The accident was a hit 
and run. 

How does one survive such horrendous 
tragedies like these? 

Mrs. Patricia Frontiera and her seven 
children live in Groveland, their lives 
crippled with unfathomable incompre- 
hensible unjustifiable tragedies. 

They live in a large house that was at 
one time used as headquarters for 
TOLECA, a nursery for profoundly 
retarded children. Mr. Frontiera was the 
director of TOLECA, which stands for 
tender loving care. TOLECA is now 
located in Merrimack. 

Steven was the oldest of the children. 
He leaves his mother Patricia; sisters - 
Mary, 18; Ellen, 16; Patty, 15, Cathy, 13; 
and Gail, 7; and brothers - Frank, 11; and 
Peter 7. 

Steven graduated from Pentucket 
Regional High School in 1974. Unsure of 
his future, Steven put off going to college 
and went to work instead. Last fall he 
decided he was ready to settle down to 
books and classes and entered NECC. 

Steven was a victim of neurofibrosis 
and consequently went through numerous 

operations. Few people who knew Steven 

knew about this condition. Steven had 
little time for serious or unhappy 
conversations. Humor and laughs were 
more up his alley. His mother told the 

Ubserver that Steven was inaeea une 

joker of the family, the happy-go-lucky 

guy with the smirkish but sincere 
smile. 
Mrs. Frontiera says, “I wish I could say 

I don’t feel bitter, I'd like to think I was a 


‘To him = self-dependency was an 
important part of one’s education as a 
person and professional. “Do you just 
want to pass exams”, he would say, “or 
will you give it 200% so that you can rely 
on your own judgement instead of other 
professionals to make decisions for you!” 
His students, will always remember the 
passion with which he tried to instill this 
in them. 


The respiratory therapy program is a 
testimony to this passion. Chuck himself 
said about 6 months before he died: “The 
more of yourself you pour into an object, 
the better that object becomes.” Taking 
that in its positive sense, the respiratory 
therapy program, his friends, and his 
family are all a testimony to that. 

For all his life experience, Chuck had a 
certain innocence in his response to life, to 
people, and to nature. He was very much 
in touch with his natural surroundings. 

Chuck was special because his response 


to life was special. He said it best in one of 


his poems: 


For all is in the moment 
not in what we plan 

truth comes all-of-a-sudden 
not from books 

not from dreams 

not from what we plan...

better person than that, but I am bitter. 
When things like this happen to you, you 
act differently than you would think.” 
Mrs. Frontiera, a tall dark haired 
woman with striking green eyes, doesn’t 
really know what is keeping her 
going...she can recall almost nothing about 
the week following June 23, 1977. The 
week is a dark, hazy, nightmarish blur. 


’ She does remember the knock on the door, 


the police officers and the emergency 
room. She remembers the car, split in half, 
the engine of the GTO in the back seat.. 

Mrs. Frontiera continues her life with 
her children’s help. Her children go on 
with the help of their mother. 

Steven William and Frank A. Frontiera, 
father and son, were people, not 
superheros. Mrs. Frontiera told the 
Observer she didn’t want to make them 
seem better in death than in life. Northern 
Essex will remember Steven as a student, 
fellow classmate and his father as a fellow 
human being. 


Veterans News

VETS WON’T LOSE BENEFITS 


If you attended summer school and the 
break before the fall term was less than 
one calendar month, you can be paid for 
this interval. 

By having pre-registered for the fall 
term early enough to allow the school and 
VA to process your enrollment, benefits 
will be paid with only a slight 
interruption. 

Martin Dallon, VA Rep at NECC, said 
that those veterans who attended summer 
school under the G.I. bill should receive 
their checks no later than October 1: New 
veteran students or vets who did not 
attend summer school should begin 
receiving Fall payments by the middle of 
October. 

Once a veteran is on the rolls his check 
will be issued the first of each month for 
the previous month’s attendance. 


LOANS ARE AVAILABLE 


Direct loans from the VA of up to $1500 
per academic year are available for 
students who need assistance beyond 
regular VA allowances in order to meet 
their educational costs. 

Any student enrolled under the GI bill 
or the Dependarts Educational Assistance 
program is eligible. Applicants must be 
enrolled in a school in the U.S. or its 
territories on at least a half time basis. 
The applicant should have applied for and 
been unable to receive in the full amount 
needed, a Guaranteed Student Loan. He 
should establish that available financial 
resources are not sufficient to meet his 
educational costs.

Checks 
are now being distributed during the day 
at the Payroll Office. 

The theft, an unfortunate incident, is in 
no way a reflection on the internal control 
of the college. 

All administratiye and maintenance 
staff are bonded for $300,000. The loss 
from the theft will be covered by 
insurance.

Charles Foster Leaves 


a Legacy of Courage

NECC’s Respiratory Therapy Program 
has lost a champion. Northern Essex has 
lost a dedicated and devoted colleague. 

Charles Foster, the man most responsi- 
ble for the recent national accreditation of 
NECC’s Respiratory Therapy Program, 
died in July, 1977, after a long illness. 


‘Despite his illness, he carried on his work 


on campus until only weeks before his 
death. 

Charles Foster came to NECC in 1971 as 
Coordinator of Respiratory Therapy. In 
five years his dedication and standards for 
excellence made the Respiratory Therapy 
Program what William Taglianetti has 
called “one of the toughest and most 
demanding in the Allied Health Division.” 

Mr. Taglianetti, who heads the Allied 
Health division, has also said that, as a 
result, NECC students rate 50% higher 
than the national average for successful 
completion of state registration board 
exams. 

Prior to coming to Northern Essex, 
Professor Foster was Technical Director 
for the School of Inhalation Therapy at 
Western Pennsylvania Hospital. He held a 
B.A. degree in political science from St. 
Ambrose College, and a Master's degree 
in educational administration. He was a 
registered respiratory therapist and a 
member of Inhalation Therapy Services of 
New England. Recently he had been 
promoted to full professor. 

At Northern Essex, Professor Foster 
headed the Standards Committee with the 
division of Allied Health. He was also a 
member of the Curriculum Committee and 
he worked with the division of Continuing 
Education to establish the Institute of 
Allied Health. > 

William Taglianetti has called Charles 
Foster “my chief supporter.” He said, “He 
was always available to assist me in 
anything basked. oo eee 

Dr. John Spurk, who worked with him 
on the Curriculum Committee, described 
him as “a very hard working, intelligent, 
generous person.” He said that although 
Charles Foster was a specialist, he was 
“truly interested in the whole college. He 
was the kind of person who helped build 
bonds.” : 

No funeral was held. In keeping with 
Professor Foster's wishes, his remains 
were donated for research to the Harvard 
Medical School. 

Professor Foster lived in Nabnasset, 
MA. He is survived by his wife, Terry, and 
their two children.

Uncaring Attitude 


Persists 


Two major decisions have recently been 
made that would lead one to believe that 
the uncaring attitude that permeated the 
campus last year, still persists. 

It appears there was very little input 
into the decision to start classes a week 
early. Supposedly there was a poll taken 
and this was the decision of students and 
faculty. The only person I know who was 
part of the poll was myself. We have been 
told that the State Board of Education 
informed the school that we were not 
meeting the required number of classroom 
hours per semester. The decision to start 
school early and to have students lose a 
week's work at a time when they hold 
jobs, instead of going to school during 
semester break when they cannot find 
work is certainly not in keeping with the 
community college concept of being 
responsive to student’s needs. If one 
considers the four thousand day students 
at one hundred dollars per week, it is easy 
to see how much money has been lost. 

This problem is compounded for 
Veterans. This year they will not receive 


advanced benefit checks as they have in 
the past. President Dimitry has decided 
the responsibility for verifying Veterans’ 
eligibility should go to the Registrar’s 
Office. The Registrar's Office maintains 
that they do not have the personnel to 
handle the task until later a date. This has 
resulted in Veterans having to wait until 
mid-October for their benefits. 

This reporter learned of this problem on 


~ July 8, 1977 and realized that some 


Veterans would not be able to enroll 
without these advanced benefits. I went 
directly to President Dimitry’s office to 
inform him of the problem created by this 
decision. He was unavailable at that time 
so I explained the urgency of the problem 
to his secretary and asked to have 
President Dimitry call me. The call was 
not returned and at press time, late 
August, nothing positive has been done. If 
we lose one student because of this 
problem, then we have failed to meet the 
community college concept of being 
responsive to student needs.

During your stay at NECC you will come in 
contact with as many as fifty percent of these 
administrators. One complaint heard often last 
year was “who’s in charge of this”, or “where do L 
go with this problem”. Hopefully this will answer 
these questions. It may well be to your advantage 
to retain this chart for future reference and watch 
for the next installment on how to handle a 
complaint or gripe through the chain of command.

Last spring, in good faith, students pored over the Master Schedule for Fall 77 and agonized over choosing 


courses that would fit their particular needs. Now fall semester is here and it appears that that effort was 


wasted.

tion realize this? The federal government has a law about truth in advertising. This newspaper contends that 
the Master Schedule for Fall 1977, distributed last May, was in a sense a form of advertising but it sure wasn’ t 


truthful.

“Placement is not just placing,” said 
Pastor. “When someone comes to me 
looking for a job, the first thing I will do is 
to make sure the type of job they are 
looking for is compatible with their 
training and background, Then I will help 
that person to develop a resume and cover 
letter.” 


Dick plans to _ schedule . regular 
workshops. Some of the topics will 
include: career drop-ins, resume writing, 
interviewing techniques and job search 
techniques. ; 

He is working to enlarge and 
re-organize the Career Resource Library 
located in room 135 in the college center. 
The library already contains many items 
of interest to students such as a bulletin 
listing part-time and_ full-time job 
openings. A copy of the Federal 
government Occupational Outlook Hand- 
book, a bookshelf full of college catalogs, a 
catalog that tells what colleges offer (what 
degrees) and An Occupational View Deck - 
a quick fifteen minute career interest test. 

Pastor stressed that the Placement 
service will be a “multiple attack” service. 
One which serves students who are 
certain of the type of job they are seeking 
as well as those still unsure of their career 
direction.
